property. On Troy-st. nine buildings were le- 
stroyed, among which were an extensive Dis .il- 
leryand Rectifying Establishment,and a Tobic- 
coFactory. On Jane-st. two Paint Manufacto- 
ries, a Chocolate Manufactory, an extensive cl'ith 
finishing establishment, and the Marstonlire 
Arms Mannfactory, were destroyed.

Great was the consternation at „„,„ 
intelligence. Everybody was afraid to go out.

Mrs. Feabody watched day and night by the 


bedside of her husband and children, for she 
could procure no assistance from the ordinary 
nurses.

The face 
became swollen, the fauces inflamed, and the 
countenance was so much disfigured that one 
could scarcely recognize a trace of the original. 


There was one ministering angel that went in 


and out among the sick, and was a genuine 
com- 


forter. Night after night she watched those 
bloated forms. Dr. Mason now found her a very 
valuable assistance to him, for when he left his 
remedies, she was BO well acquainted with chan- 
ges in the diseaso, that he could rely on her 
judgment to change them, if necessary. Often 
times the very presence of a kind and sympa- 
thetic physician at the bed-side will inspire new 
life in the patient; but when he has left the 
house, the disease, which has been kept at bay, 
assumes a new power, and perhaps the symp- 
toms then woiild require a change in the medi- 
cine, or a different course of treatment. It is 
then that an educated nurse would be enabled 
to second the efforts of the phvsician, and oft 
times save the life of the patient.' It is the chan- 
ges in the wontlier that people should fear, and it 
is the changes in disease that are dangerous. 


There was so much sickness in the town that 


Dr. Mason and his partner, Dr. Seal, rested neith- 
er day nor night; and they both blessed the day 
when Martha Higgins first thought of studying 
the practice of medicine, for she proved a very 
valuable co-worker in the cause of humanity. 


At length, through, their mi ceasing cares, the 


disease gave way, the crisis was passed; and, af- 
ter lingering through the various symptoms at- 
tendant on'convalescence; they recovered. Then 
Mr. Peabody rejoiced, that he had encouraged 
his voung student to enter an almost untried 
field, little thinking that his family would be 
some of the first recipients of the blessing. He 
toldMar,tha that he had no doubt but that it was 
owing to her care and attention that their lives 
were spared. Such thanks were showered npon 
her head that she felt sure the recognition had 
come—that she at least had a heaven-born bap- 
tism to follow out those strong impulses of her 
soul. He offered her money, but she told him 
that she obfciined. her reward in the little, good 
she might have done.

Dr. Mason proposed to her to spend a portion 


of each day in counselling with her own sex, to 
make a charge for it, and she could use the funds 
thus obtained for benevolent purposes. He of- 
fered her a room adjoining his office, BO that he 
might confer with her in difficult cages. Thus, 
this same man, who would have placed stum- 
bling-blocks in her way when she commenced 
her studies, became her most confidential friend 
when h« saw her determination'"and perseve- 
rance. It ig ever thus.
